" Twenty new canes of chicken pox 
have 
been 
reported to Dr. Henry 
Stewart, secretary of 
the 
Board 
of 
Health, in the past 
four days and 
several other cases are 
under inspec­ 
tion. 
The contagion which assumed 
definite proportions early in the month 
grew slowly until this week wheu it 
suddenly 
spread 
with 
remarkable 
strides. 
Since March 6 thirty one cases have 
been reported and twenty two families 
are included in these. 
The advance of 
the contagion is due partly, it is 
ta- 
lieved, to the failure of parents to re 
port cases. 
The Ane for this is from $20 to HOO 
under the state law while the borough 
ordinance provides for 
Anes of from 
$3.00 to $20.00. 
Should deAnite in ­ 
formation and evidence be obtaiued of 
efforts to avoid having cases reported 
the offenders will tie prosecuted to the 
l im it 
The modiAed quarantine imposed by 
the Board af Health 
bas 
the bouse 
placarded during the existence of the 
disease and keeps the patients and any 
other children in the household from 
school for a period of twenty one days. 
The 
placards warn people of the pre 
sence of 
the 
disease in 
the bouse 
and their entrance into the place is at 
the risk of further spreading of the 
contagion. 


Felix Foller. local representative of 
the Pennsylvania Society for the Pre 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, stated 
this morning that be intends to enforce 
rigidly the law probibitng the sale of 
little chicks and 
rabbits by store 
keepers during the coming Faster sea­ 
son. 
The society has in former years 
caused the arrest of numerous dealers 
in other 
towns and 
cities 
for the 
offense 
Business men who have tacn in the 
habit of offering for sole little chick­ 
ens and rabbits, guinea pigs and such 
animals, or displaying them in show- 
windows, will be warned against the 
practice and Mr. Foller will tie on the 
lookout 
for 
offenders 
Exclusive 
dealers in anim als or poultry are ex 
copted, as their business hts them for 
the handling of the 
young 
fowl or 
rabbits, the law contends. 
The exists- , 
ing of the birds cr rabbits, according 
to the society, is cruelty unless they are 
accoil11tanied by the mother chicken or ' 
rabbit. 
One of the results of selling the 
young chicken or rabbit, »t is said, 
is 
the fact that they often become the 
plaything of children and are treated 
more as such than 
as 
living (icings.

TWO OF HIS MEN UNOER BAIL

being badly beaten and arrested by

borough, two 
members of the state police force,

Governor Dix 9ay*

Capital From New York Stat*. 
Albany, N. Y., March 24.—Governor 
Dix sent a special m essage to the leg­ 
islature, recom m endinl the repeal of 
the progiessive inheritance law, pass­ 
ed at the extraordinary session of the 
legislature last year, which, he says, 
has "caused removal of capital from 
the state in an alarm ing am ount." 
"It cannot be known a t this time,” 
says the message, "th at the operation 
of the new law will result in any ma­ 
terial ultim ate gain in revenue, but it 
is known beyond a doubt th at the 
change has caused rem oval of capital 
from the state in an alarm ing amount. 
In a recent conference of financial 
officers in New York city, especially 
fam iliar with the situation, it was 
stated th at to the knowledge of those 
present the funds thus removed al­ 
ready exceed $400,000„000, and that 
the num ber of citizens which the state 
has already lost in consequence was 
very large.

Llmantour Says Diaz Mutt Keep Up 


Fight on Rebels—Reforms Will Ba 
„ Given to People. 


San Antonio, Texas, March 24.— 
John Hamilton Dignowitty, well known 
here as “ Ham” Dignowitty, and three 
other Americans have been shot to 
death 
under orders of a 
Mexican 
court-m artial, for participation in the 
insurrection, according to a dispatch 
received by members of the Digno­ 
witty family. 
The news came in a dispatch to 
Fred Dignowitty, a cousin of the exe­ 
cuted man, but gave him no particu­ 
lars, aside from the allegation that 
the execution was the order of a 
drum head court-m artial. 
"H am ” Dignotwitty was thirty years 
old, and was engaged in the cattle 
and mining business in the state of 
Chihuahua. 
H. 
M. Burns, a mining man with 
interests in northern Mexico, arrived 
in San Antonio. 
Burns declared that 
the closing of the mines had thrown 
many Americans out of work, and 
that more than IGO, having no other 
way of living, were now with the in- 
surrectos. 
In addition, Burns said, there were 
probaMy fifty American adventurers 
with the Insurrectos, but the majority 
were mining men out of work.

Llmantour Admits Maxican Situation 
la 8arious. 
Mexico City, March 24.—Admitting 
that Mexico is facing a crisis even 
greater than he had believed, Finance 
Minister Llm antour said the adminis­ 
tration ba# no definite plans for the 
solution of the problems confronting 
the government. 
It has no alternative but to continue 
the military program e on which it 
bad entered, he said. 
Notwithstand­ 
ing the governm ent's aggressive atti­ 
tude, reform s which were intended to 
remedy the alleged grievances are un­ 
der consideration. 
The most im port­ 
ant of these reform s is that relative 
to the revision of the electoral law*. 
There is no disposition on the gov­ 
ernm ent's part to oppose any wise 
reform s which might be demanded by 
a reasonable public. At the same time, 
the adm inistration does not propose 
to accede to dem ands backed u,. by 
argum enta of arms. 
In a word, the adm inistration recog­ 
nized two clauses in the dissatisfied 
public—one represented by the Intelli­ 
gent but non-combatant elem ent, and 
the other by the followers of Madero. 
For the latter the adm inistration bas 
no term s other than those formulated 
at the war departm ent 
Such is the program announced by 
Lirnantour as the result of conference* 
with President Diaz and other mem­ 
bers of the cabinet. 
One of the first acta of congress, 
which will convene on April I, will be 
the consideration of a new appropria­ 
tion for carrying on the war. W hether 
this means an increase in the military 
force, Senor Llm antour did not say. 
It has already been officially stated 
that Mexico’s war resources scarcely 
have been touched, and that an army 
of ftn.Ooo men could be put In the field 
lf necessary 
Touching on the reform relative to 
the division of great estates, the min­ 
ister said the method of acquiring 
these properties had not been worked 
out. 
He reaffirmed his Paris state­ 
ment that such a division of the land 
w'ould be desirable. 
Any new electoral law would, in the 
opinion of the m inister, have to be 
the subject of most careful consider­ 
ation and would need to be so framed 
as to elim inate illiterate voters. 
Al­ 
though this proposed change in the 
electoral laws would not be intended 
as any concession to the rebels, it is 
the basic feature of their demands, 
a< cording to statem ents made repeat­ 
edly by Madero and his associates.

You will first notice it by a peculiar 
shake of the bead, next a running at 
the nostril* and sometimes gurgling in 
the throat 
If you cannot master this 
phase of the disease in young fowls In 
a few days, tauter kill them. 
The 
sniffy nosed should he separated from 
the well. holists! by themselves, fad 
heavily on rich finals, with arsenite of 
antimony or quinine in drinking water 
and mash 
The head should occasion­ 
ally Is* dipped in kerosene—half water, 
half kerosene 
Two applications hare 
been known to stop the nostril dls- 
'•harge 
Get arsenite tablet# one one- 
thousandth of a grain in strength and 
place twelve of *hese in one pint of 
wafer 
lf you give quinine give two 
grains to tin* fowl js»r day. 
This dis­ 
cus** is decidedly dangerous among the 
young fow ls, so many die with inflam­ 
mation of the lungs, which seems to 
follow the catarrh. 
The alture disease Is likely to take 
hold of the young in the cool days of 
fall. extending to the older fowls In 
winter 
There Is one winter disease 
of fowls a year old or over that la 
seldom known among the young—liver 
congestion. 
It is probably due to n 
rich mtlou. like corn aud lack of auf- 
fli lent grit. 
If one feeds sufllclent 
bran with corn, aa bran is a laxative, 
the danger may be averted, though tha 
grit be missing. 
Quite often one will not guess this 
trouble until the older, fatter bena 
begin dying

THE HOTBED. 
As there are alw ays those every 
spring who are taking up gardening 
for the first tim e It will be In place 
to again give simple directions for 
making the hotbed, which will not 
only pay for Itself In the toothsome 
radishes and lettuce which it will pro­ 
vide for the table, but also In furnish­ 
ing tomato, cabbage, cauliflower, pep­ 
per. eggplant, etc., for transplanting 
Into the open ground. 
The location of 
the boti is lra|M>rtant. and preferably 
this should be on the south side of a 
building or light board fence, where 
the sun's rays trill be cornered. 
The 
length and width of the hotbed will 
dei>end upon one’s purpose aud upon 
the dimension of the window sash 
which are available. The fram e should 
be so built that the sash will slope to 
the south five or six inches and may be 
built about a trench dug In the ground 
or made of wider stuff set on the 
ground and banked with manure. 
We 
have tried Isitb ways and prefer the 
former. 
Into the pit prepared should 
be placed eight or ten inches of fresh 
horse m anure containing about oue 
third short si raw or other litter, which 
will keep it from heating too rapidly. 
The chemical reaction which generates 
the heat will he hastened lf a few 
pulls of w ater are inured pver the ma 
mire. 
This should be allowed to beat 
some tiefore the earth Is put in, which 
should be of h rich, mellow loam lf 
possible and spread evenly to a depth 
of five Inches. 
The sash should then 
be put on and thiiigs allowed to warm 
tip 
When the air in the bed shows a 
tem perature of about 70 degrees the 
seed may be planted in rows or broad 
cast. as one may prefer. 
The bed 
should l>e watered frequently enough 
to keep the soil moist, and if the tiler 
nioineter or hand shows the bed Is get 
ting too hot the sash should be lifted 
daring the day to permit ventilation 
Where one d o e s not have window sash 
for the purpose white cotton cloth 
tacked on a fram e will answ er the 
same puffs me lf the w eather Is not too 
severe and will make the bed self von 
lustring 
A s a safeguard against a 
cold snap piece* of old carpet or can 
vns or a pile of straw with which to 
cover the la*d should be kept handy 
Before the plants which are to be 
transferred to the open ground are re 
moved the sash should be removed en 
tirely to allow the plants to toughen.

A codling moth parasite has been dl* 
covered by Professor K. I*. Taylor In 
Grand valley. Colorado, that bids fair 
to tie a great ald to orchardists In the 
Incessant w arfare which they have to 
wage against this worst Insect foe of 
the apple family. 
The parasite, which 
Is In reality a tiny !**«». Is so small that 
It takes eighty-three of the bees placed 
end to end to cover the apace of an 
Inch, while two or three of them rind 
ample room In a codling moth egg. 
which Is not Inrger than the eye end 
of a Hied I ii in sized needle. 
Professor 
Taylor has been ole*ervlng the work of 
this Imh* tor Ute past tour years, but 
not until the past sum m er has the In 
sect tieen present in sufficient number* 
to make effective Inroads against the 
codling moth. 
The tiny bee searches 
out the freshly laid moth eggs. pierces 
their shells and de|»o*lt* Its eggs with 
Iii 
Tho eggs of the parasite batch In 
a couple of days and at once begin to 
devour the contents of the egg. 
Eggs 
thus attacked turn to an unnatural 
black color 
On reaching Its growth 
the bee cuts an o p e n in g through the 
shell of the egg aud emerges as a red 
dish. four winged microscopic bee-llke 
Insect. 
All orchardists who have been 
through the exacting aud not entirely 
pleasant process of spraying will hope 
that this little Insect friend may great­ 
ly multiply and |»eiietrate to every cor

Insects or plant lice, should not be em ­ 
ployed. but stomach poisons, such aa 
paris green. arsenate of lead or other 
arsenical*, must be used.

Insect enter* the fruit usually within 
forty-eight hours after hatching and Is 
thereafter twyoud our reach, so the 
spray m ust be applied Id time. 
Third, 
the hatching |*ertod for the eggs of 
one brood extend* over a considerable 
sfiaee of tim e; therefore to get the beet 
results two or more spraying* m ust be 
giveu. 
Fourth. In Maryland there are 
tw o brood* of the codling moth, aud to 
prevent Injury by the second brood 
larvae oue or more midsummer spray­ 
ings may be applied, 
lu spraying for 
Brat brood larvae It must be borne la 
mind that they euter the fruit at the 
calyx; therefore the spray m ust be 
applied before the lobes of the calyx 
close enough to exclude the spray. 
Fifth, sprays followed Immediately by 
heavy rains should lie re b a te d . Sixth, 
spray only with a pump which will 
give good 
pressure, 
not less than 
eighty 
1 Kjunds. mid over a hundred 
pounds is much batter, so as to force 
the spray Into the calyx. 
Do not 
spray until nearly all the petals have 
fallen from the blossoms, on account 
of danger of injury to the blossom* 
mid risk of killing bees. which are Im­ 
portant agents of pollination.
